Washington, June 3.— A delegation of 


senators and representatives called on the 
president today to urge the appointment 
of Gen. Lew Wallace as a major-general 
of volunteers. The president said that 
his name was under discussion, bat that 
he would not commit himself to the ap- 
pointment. 
The navy department has received 


Schley's official report rezarding the re- 
cent attack of ths fortifications at San- 
tiago. It was read at the cabinet meeting 
today and was received with satisfaction. 
Sohley says the attack was for the pur- 
pose of developing the enemy's position 
&nd the location of the batteries. In that 
respect it was entirely successful and he 
accomplished his object. 


None of his vessels were touched by 


the enemy's volleys and there were no 
casualties or mishaps on his vessels. He 
says that there ia no reasonable doubt that 
Cervera's fleet is inside the harbor. 


There seems to be no doubt that the 


purpose of the government is to push for- 
ward with the greatest possible dispatch 
both military 
and naval movements 


against Santiago and Porto Rico and for 
the purpose of making the result of both 
expeditions absolutely certain, large mil- 
itary forces wiil be sent to each place. 
The purpose ia by overwhelming num- 
bers to crush the enemy. 


HAVJ5 THEY 8TARTEDT 


Report That Transports Are 


Wltli Living Cargoes. 


Filled 


Washington, June 3.—Word comes 


from the Florida and gulf encampments 
that 35,000 troops are on transports ready 
to leave for Spanish territory in the 
West Indies, if inaeed they have not 
started. Santiago and San Juan are 
supposed to be the points to which these 
troops are being sent. It was admitted 
unofficially by high army officials that 
that number of regulars and volunteers 
is "afloat," and destined for Spanish 
soil, with ,siege guns and other equip- 
ments. The transports are under con- 
voy of vessels from the fleet. 
It now seems certain that the engage- 


ment in which Schley's vessels partici- 
pated last Tuesday was little more than 
an effort, as was pointed out at the time, 
to unmask the batteries at the entrance 
to the harbor and to determine their 
location and strength. If reports are 
true there will be little for the military 
forces to accomplish. There are still 
inside the harbor, however, three or four 
fortifications which cannot be reached 
from the sea, and they probably cannot 
be successfully assailed without the as- 
sistance of a land force. 
If Admiral Sampson, who now has com- 
plete charge of the naval operations at 
Santiago, should discover that the dan- 
ger is more apparent than real, he may 
take matters in his own hands and fore,. 
the fighting1. 


The real purpose of the movement 


against Santiago begins to be more and 
more apparent. It is inaugurated in 
pursuance of the president's plans to 
have a bloodless war, if such a thing be 
possible. It is a part of a program 
which the president believes will result 
in the surrender of Havana without the 
loss of a drop of blood around that city. 
The president, after going fully over the 
field, concluded that Porto Rico and 
Santiago could be taken with much less 
bloodshed and with fewer troops than 
Havana. This is the real reason why 
the campaign against the Cuban capital 
for a time has been postponed. The 
president calculates that both Poulo 
Rico and Santiago can be captured 
quickly and without American soldiers 
being subjected to devastating disease. 
The capture of Santiago, of course, 
means either the capture or extermina- 
tion of Cervera, an important part oijthe 
campaign. 


Worse Gunnery NiJvcr Been. 


Key West, June 3.—During the attack 


on Santiago the Spanish ships, with the 
exception of the Christobal Colon, were 
behind tho hills and could not see the 
enemy, who threw shells around them 
""Ilh ZuCh la^iJiLi LUO.L iiiuy knew ne 
was somewhere on the other side of the 
hill, and they hopefully raised the 
muzzles of their guns and banged away. 
The result was what might have been 
expected. Their fire tore the bosom of 
the Caribbean sea, but it harmed noth- 
ing else.

BVTTM? AT SANTIAGO 


Reported Tills "loroing From Fort au 


Friuce. 


New York, June 3.—The Tribune posted 


the following bulletin from 
Port an 


Prince, Hayti, dated at 11.15 this morning: 
"News has reached here that a battle be- 
gan at Santiago before 9 o'clock this 
morning." 


The prize steamer Panama was sighted 


off Highlands at 1 o'clock this afternoon. 
She left Kqy West on Monday. 


Capt. Sigsbee of the St. Paul left this 


noon for Washington with dispatches 
from Sampson. Before going he said, that 
the St. Paul had been continually oraising 
since it went to the West Indies. They 
had plenty of excitement and lots of work 
Most of the time was spent in watching 
the Spanish fleet. All aboard were ia ex- 
cellent health and spirits. He was glad 
to get a breath of cool air as it had been 
very hob in the south. 


The St. Paul left PhiladMpia on May 4. 


It arrived at Key West May 13 and left at 
once with orders to hurry to Cape Hayt- 
tiaa. Arriving there it received orders to 
go to Santiago and arrived there May 20. 
At once the crew began target practice, 
using the forts as targets. The latter did 
not respond. The only prize taken was 
the Estorinal previously reported. 


Great Cost ot \V»r. 


Washington, June 3.—The bill author- 


izing the secretary of the treasury to 
keep the liJesaving stations of the Atlan- 
tic and Gulf coasts open through June 
and July passed the senate today. There 
is an appropriation of 170,000 for the pur- 
pose. 


The consideration- of the war revenue 


measure was resumed in the senate. Dur- 
ir.g the discussion Senator Hale of Mains, 
said that he believed that if the war 
lasted a year it will cost the government 
from $700,000,000 to $800,000,000. 


Sentiment t'oV FeaceV 


London, June 3.—Count De Rascon, the 


Spanish mlntster in London, who has 
been interviewed on the subject, ad- 
mitted that the war meant the ruin of 
Spain and said: 
"The sentiment is 


growing in favor of seeking1 an honorable 
peace, which America, considering her 
unpreparednesg for a war of invasion, 
would probably also welcome in prefer- 
ence to a protracted struggle, involving 
heavy sacrifices of men and money. This 
being so, I hope a basis of understanding 
may be found leading to peacd."

An Improbable Tale From Madrid 


about Cerrera'n Fleet. 


Paris, June 3. — It is persistently be- 


lieved here and in Madrid that Cervera is 
not at Santiago. 
The correspondent of 


the Galois at Madrid telegraph* that he 
learns from the highest authority that 
Cervera has never been iu the harbor of 
Santiago and that the ships there belong 
to Capt, Yillamils and are a torpedo 
squadron. 


It appears that Cervera after leaving 


the Cape de Verde islands maneuvered so 
as to deceive the Americans and then 
started at full speed for the Philippines 
where he will arrive Saturday or Sunday. 
His orders are to destroy Dewey's fleet, 
intercept, capture or destroy the tran- 
sports enroute with troops and relief for 
Dewey.

Camp Alger, Va., June 3.—The 'Tight- 


ing Ninth" seem doomed to. one extreme 
or the other in the matter of water, for 
since their arrival here from Camp 
Dewey, where they, had great difficulty 
In keeping dry even for a part of the 
time, they have had great difficulty in 
securing even a part of the water ab- 
solutely needed for drinking and bathing- 
purposes. There is no water within a 
mile and a half from the camp. To the 
boys it seems like a transition from a 
river to a Sahara. The boys, however, 
take pleasure in the belief, apparently 
well founded, that their present camp 
is but a temporary one, report having it 
that the regiment is to be given new 
quarters some distance from the present 
camp, so situated, with reference to 
other regiments, as to give Colonel 
Bogan command of a brigade. 


In the Sixth yesterday rations were 


issued for 10 days to each company, and 
it is safe to say if there is to be any 
shortage of food It will not come at the 
end of that period, for all will strive to 
keep aheaa. The companies of the Sixth 
are being remembered by their friends 
at home in the shape of boxes and bund- 
les by express. It is a long walk from 
one end of camp to the other. Massa- 
chusetts' two regiments are well inside 
the limit, yet it is a walk of from 18 to 
20 minutes between, and the Ninth is 
three miies from, the headquarters of the 
corps. 


Boston Opinion. 


Boston, June 3.—In the opinion of The 


Journal, "this war is destined to banish 
for all time the blight of Spanish cruelty 
end Spanish greed from the fair face of 
the western hemisphere." 


"Unquestionably it is a waste of sym- 


pathy, bi't nevertheless it is impossible 
to avoid a feeling of pity for the Spanish 
people," The Post observes. 


The Advertiser declares that "the idea 


that this present war is liable to lead to 
a world war has been sedulously fos- 
tered by Spain with a view to •working 
upon the fears of the great powers and 
thus inducing them to interfere on 
Spain's behalf." 


To Take a Vot« Today. 


Washington, June 3.—When the sen- 


ate adjourned last evening the war 
revenue measure, so far as the finance 
committee is concerned, was completed 
with the exception of the bond provision 
and the amendments proposed by the 
Democrats in lieu of the bond paragraph. 
While no agreement was reached fixing 
a. time for the taking of a final vote upon 
the bill, it was the expressed opinion on 
both sides of the chamber that a vote 
would be taken today before adjourn- 
ment. All of the committee amend- 
ments except those noted were agreed 
to. Several efforts were made to amenu 
or eliminate the amendments, but the 
efforts in each case were unsuccessful.

£b,000 — and tbe risk at one time was un- 
doubtedly great. Tbe route lay across 
Blackheath common, a locality with a 
moat evil reputation — as bad as that of 
the Bampstead Heatb. Special precau- 
tions were therefore taken for the safe con- 
duct of tbe treasure, and a sergeant's es- 
cort of Hone artillery was invariably de- 
tailed to meet the poet chaise en route, 
generally at tbe sign of tbe Green Man, In 
Blaokheatb village, and escort it safely In- 
to Woolwich.

NEW SCORING SYSTEM. 


Places In Intercollegiate Cham- 


pionships to Receive One Point. 


A change? of importance has been 


made in the system of scoring employ- 
ed by the Intercollegiate Athletic asso- 
ciation. At the track, field and bicycle 
championships of 1898 the champion- 
ship cup will be awarded to the college 
scoring a plurality of points as follows: 
First place, 5 points; second place, 5; 
third place, 2, and fourth place, 1. 


In case of a tie the points are divided. 


The bicycle races will be counted as a 
whole on the following 
basis: Five 


points for the college or university wtrv 
ning the highest aggregate of points in 
these races, computed by the value of 
their places as above; three points for 
the second college, two for the third 
and one for the fourth in rank. The bi- 
cycle championship will be awarded to 
the college scoring a plurality of points 
on the same system as outlined above. 
A record breaking entry of 254 has been 
made to the five bicycle events on the 
championship programme as follows: 
Quarter mile, half mile, one mile, one 
mile tandem and five miles.—New York 
World.

One large team of pacemakers is em- 


ployed tinder these terms: The salary 
is fixed for the season, and the man pays 
his expenses while at tbe borne track. 
All railway, steamboat and other trans- 
portation, all street car fares and meals 
en route on the trips of the team are 
paid. Racing enita and machines are 
provided for all classes of racing. 


The rider is allowed to compete in 


single machine races while at any meet 
where he is employed to pace, providing 
such competition does not interfere with 
his other work. He is required to yield 
np one-third of his winnings in such 
races. The date of his employment is 
from May 16 to Sept 15 unless extend- 
ed, which it will probably be. The man 
may be discharged upon a ten days' 
notice, bnt may not discharge himself 
nnder any condition. He is required by 
his contract to take care of himself both 
physically and morally and to train 
faithfully. He is also required to dress 
neatly at all times. He must aid in look- 
ing after his pacing machine. 


The salary of tbe men of this team is 


eaid to average f 20 a week, of which 
amount about f7 ie required for board 
while at the home track. His winnings 
should run this figure np quite consid- 
erably, providing he has any ability in 
single wheel riding and will train hard 
for that class of riding and not neglect 
his opportunities. He is one of 40 mea 
and so need not look to much personal

Pipeless Soap Bubbles, 


Here is an appliance for making soap 


bubbles that you can carry in the corner 
of your pocket and have no fear of break- 
ing or harming it, as you might the 
pipe that is generally used.

Then 
twist the ends together till a ring is left 
that is large enough barely to slip on 
and off the handle. To make bubbles by 
use of the ring, priparo a solution of 
soap and water and dip the ring into it, j 
holding the ring by the wire ends that* 
arc twisted together.

NOT A WAR OF COHQUBST. 


There is small cause to get excited over 


the remote possibility that the war with 
Spain trill resolve itself into a war of oon- 
qoest. When this country started into the 
bnsinees it emphatically disavowed that its 
purpose was to extend oar territorial 
jurisdiction by appropriating any Spanish 
possessions. This government's purpose 
has been to take Cuba from Spain and to 
give it to the government and control of 
[he rightful owners of the fertile island. 


In order to do that decently and at the 


game time impressively it seemed good 
tactics to take the Philippines to hold as 
r. nail merit while the main war is being 
prosecuted. If Spain prolonjs the war 
bevond reason the Philippines will be 
b f 11 for a ransom that will indemnify this 
country against loss on account of the 
war. 
If Spain pays promptly there is no 


tenable reason why the Philippines 
should not be returned to bar on condi- 
tion that the islands be governed bu- 
rn an ely. 


The radical extenslonists, however, 


want the government to hold the Philip- 
pines as a right of conquest to the end 
that it may be said with truth that the 
"sun never seta on the stars ond stripes." 
They are for the empire—for the enlarge- 
ment of the national jurisdiction. Bat'lt 
is not likely that their ambition will be 
gratified. Still, there is nothing; in the 
written or unwritten oode ot international 
laws forbidding such holding of the Phil- 
ippines. 


The chief purpose of this government, 


as has been emphasized many times, is to 
free Cuba. That is the business at hand. 
That consummated the nation's attention 
will be turned to the future of the Philip- 
pines. That they are the property of the 
United States, or will be when occupation 
!* complete, will not be disputed. 
The 


government can do as it likes about sur- 
rendering them for a ransom, or about 
establishing a protectorate, and no for- 
eign government will do more than enter 
a feeble protest at the most. Whether 
this republic wants to retain them or not 
is an incidental issue.

Magnetizing m Soap Babble. 


Oxygen is a million times less "at- 


tractable" or "susceptible" than iron, 
and therefore experiments to show its 
attractabillty have to be extremely del- 
icate.

He took a soap bubble—soap and water, 
by the way, being diamagnetic—and 
filling it with air placed it in the field 
of a very strong electro magnet The 
rabble did not quiver.

Instantaneously 
tho bubble inclined itself toward the 
magnet It bobbed back again when the 
current was tinned off, bnt at a second 
attempt, when again the current was 
turned on, tha attraction so unsettled 
it that it burst—London Graphic. 


Onnpowder Ezplaclon. 


The actual chemical result of tbe ex- 


plosion of a charge of gunpowder cannot 
be told with accuracy. 


The general idea of what happens is 
that when the temperature of the ignit- 
ing agent reaches 489 degrees F. the 
sulphur bunts into flame; the saltpeter, 
acted upon by tho heat, frees the oxygen 
with which it is highly charged, and, 
combining with the charcoal, forms car- 
bonio acid and oxide, while the nitrogen 
ia liberated.

COWARD IN CUSTODY, 


Military Ardor of a Cuban Volunteer 


Cooled. 


Hid on Board s Transport and 


Taken Prisoner. 


Said He Had Killed • Man and Did Not Dare 


Stay Ashore. 


Tampa, Jun« 8.—When the transport 


Florida, which left here over two weeks 
ago with one of the largest expeditions 
for the arming and reinforcement of the 
Cuban army ever sent out from Tampa, 
returned yesterday. She had on board 
with the charge of desertion against him, 
an American, who enlisted in the Cuban 
volunteers that were sent on the Florida. 
According to Captain Silver, who piloted 
the expedition, at the last moment, when 
all the supplies had been landed and the 
volunteers were ready for their inarch 
Into the interior, the deserter showed 
the white feather and hid himself on 
board the transport. 


The man's name is eald to be Tate. 


He lives in Tampa. 
He was not dis- 


covered until sometime after the Florida 
had left Point Banes, where the land- 
ing was made. 
Tate, Hi defense of his 


action, told Captain Silver that he had 
killed a man on shore and did not dare 
stay with the volunteers for that reason. 
The officers place no confidence in this 
etory, however, but believe that the ap- 
pearance of the insurgents who met the 
expedition, and the stories of privation 
and hardships they told too"k all the 
fighting enthusiasm out of Tate. 
What 


action will fee taken in his case has not 
yet been decided. 


The main feature of the Florida's expe- 


dition has been published, but additional 
details were learned from Pilot Silver 
and Captain Dorst, who had charge of 
the expedition. 
Although Spanish sol- 


diers were ^ithin three miles of th'e land- 
ing place and two Spanish gunboats 
were only five miles away, a.bsodutely no 
trouble was experienced in landing tha 
stores. 
The Spaniards undoubtedly 


knew that stores were being put on 
shore, but thare waa no interruption 
during the entire three days the Florida 
epent In the harbor. 
The transport was 


met by 300 paciflcos, old men and women, 
emaciated and almost naked, who as- 
sisted, with an eagerness that was al- 
most pathetic, in unloading the cargo of 
the Florida. 


On the secorid day of the Florida's stay 


In the harbor a good sized body of Cu- 
ban insurgents, In command of General 
Rayo, appeared, and the work of unload- 
ing was then pushed with the utmost 
vigor. 


Thejlay previous tlie force under Gen- 


eral Kayo had an engagement lasting 
several hours with a large body of Span- 
ish troops which resulted in the defeat 
of the latter. 
The insurgents lost a 


dozen killed during the pursuit of the 
Spaniards. 
Word came that the Florida 


was on the -coast and, without stopping 
tor rest or rations, the 
insurgents 


marched to the sea, 18 miles distant. 
Although the insurgenfs had had noth- 
ing to eat for 24 hours but a few bananas 
apiece, they went to'work at onoe unload- 
ing the Florida's cargo. The cases con- 
taining the rifles were b'roken open, the 
contents, distributed among the men and 
put upon pack jttulea for conveyance. 
So hungry were the insurgents that 
several cases of bacon were broken open 
and the contents eaten raw.

If she is not strong 
enough to bear much cold air in the 
house, it should be well aired in all its 
halls and rooms before she comes down 
in the morning. 


A cup of cocoa or warm weak tea and 


a little bread and butter should be 
taken to her when she wakes in the 
morning, and she must then take a bath 
of tepid water and rub the skin after 
with a well soaped loofah to promote 
the circulation. Dry with a perfectly 
dry rough towel and dress quickly. 


For breakfast always take porridge 


and if possible take a walk or a bicy- 
cle ride, however short, before break 
fast. 


Clothing should be warm and light, 


and now and then at night she should 
take a warm but not a hot bath. Sh« 
should take a strong iron tonic twice or 
three times a day after her meals. To 
prepare this tonic at home dissolve one 
teaspoonful of crushed sulphate of Iron 
ar.c! one teaspoonful of crushed sulphate 
of quinine in one pint of burgundy and- 
take a teaspoonful three times a day. 


She should drink plenty of warm fresh 


milk and eat meat underdone and eggs 
very soft. Do not touch toast, but take 
rather stale bread instead. 


How to Care 


For the Sid 


The room which has the best means 


of ventilation and the most sunshine is 
best for the invalid. Have dark green 
holland shades at the windows. 


Green tempers the glare of the sun 


in a way which is very soothing to the 
tired eyes. 


Change the bed linen as often as pos- 


sible. Once a day is not too often. In 
making the bed be sure that the under- 
sheet is stretched as tight and smooth 
as a drum cover. Wrinkles in the un- 
dersheet cause continual discomfort and 
sometimes sores. 


Banish creaking chairs from the sick- 


room. Nothing so grates upon the pa- 
tient's nerves and so irritates him as 
harsh "sounds. Don't whisper outside 
his door. That is intensely aggravating 
to him, and conversations with the doc- 
tor may be just as well carried on out- 
side the invalid's hearing. 


Keep the medicine bottles, glasses and 


spoons out of sight of the patient. Ev- 
ery sickroom should be provided with 
a small bottle cabinet, where medi- 
cines may be kept. If this is out of the 
question, a couple of swinging shelves 
curtained in silk may-be used. 


Do not ask the patient what he wants 


to eat. Ask the doctor what he should 
eat, prepare it daintily and in small 
quantities and serve it to him arrayed 
as temptingly as possible. 
Cover the 


tray with a spotless linen cloth, use the 
prettiest china and the brightest silver 
and glass and adorn the tray with a 
flower or two. 


All Useful Salt 


Salt is a capital remedy for rheuma- 


tism if taken regularly in a glass of 
cold water before breakfast. A nightly 
gargle of salt and water strengthens a 
weak throat and keeps off bronchitis. 
When eaten with nuts, it aids digestion, 
and it will relieve heartburn if taken in 
cold water. 
It is also a good thing for burns and 


for stings of bees, wasps, etc. If a 
thick plaster of wet salt is tied on the 
wound, it will take the pain out. 


If the chimney sets on fire, throw salt 


on the fire. If there has been anything 
burned in the oven, throw salt in, and 
it will take ail the smell' aw^y. When 
soot drops on the carpet, throw salt on 
it and then sweep it up. If salt is 
thrown on a carpet before sweeping, 
the colors will be brighter. 


If it is rubbed on silver, china or 


earthenware, it will take stains OL tea, 
etc., off. If applied at once, it will take 
out ink stains. 
In washing colored 


clothes if a handful is put in the water 
the color will neither run nor fade. If 
used in frosty weather on doorsteps, 
bricks, etc., It takes the place of ashes 
and is much cleaner. Among its many 
uses it will kill weeds on gravel walks. 


To Renovate Scorched Linen. 


When linens are badly scorched, the 


spot can be removed if treated in the 
following manner: Extract the juice 
from two peeled onions and put into it 
half an ounce of white castile soap cut 
in small piecesand two ounces of fuller's 
earth. 
Mix them together and then 


stir In a cup of virepar. Stand the ves- 
sel over the fire and let its contents 
thoroughly boil. When the mixture has 
become cool, spread It over the scorched 
linen and lot it dry upon the cloth. 
When well dried, wash out the linen.

Woman Mail Swindler Arrested Last Night. 


SWINDLER CAUGHT, 


Clever Woman Arrested in 


This City for Fraudu- 
lent Mail Business- 


HAD BEEN ENGAGED 60 TIMES, 


And Each Time Received from $5 to 


$50 on Which to Meet Her Future 


Husband. Worked from This 


City as a Center for 


Over a Year. 


A most important capture was made in 


this city by Chief Kendall and United 
States Deputy Marshal Waters of Boston 
last night. 
It was Sadie Decker, alias 


Qrace Barrens, an attractive black-eyed 
yonnp woman who has a long history of 
deceit and crime. She is accused of using 
the United States mails for fraudulent 
purposes and lor two years she has made 
this city her base of operations against 
the suseeptibl. young men of the country. 


She was a matrimonial advertisement 


impostor, and one of the cleverest dis- 
covered by tba postal authorities for a 
long time. In her schemes she was aided 
by her artistic fancy, which enabled her 
to pose for a photograph in such a way 
as to secure a picture which emphasizes 
every attraction of feature abe possesses, 
and produces a photograph calculated to 
inspire mad devotion in the heart of 
every man to whom she sent it. Fully 60 
young lovers throughout the country are 
the happy owners of this photograph, 
and from most of them Sadie, or Qrace as 
she is known to them, secured sums vary- 
ing from $5 to $50. It is estimated that 
she must have swindled these men out of 
fully fl.OOO during her gay career. Two 
of these live in this city, some in Adams, 
and some in Pittsfield. But most of her 
best "customers" w«re in the west. 


Her scheme was the old on* of making 


love by mail and finally asking for money 
to pay her expenses to the homo of her 
fond lover, in order to be marri.d. But 
she worked it so cleverly that she defied 
capture for over a year that detectives 
have been looking for her. It was only 
by brilliant work that she was finally run 
down by Deputy Waters and Chief Ken- 
dall. They bad a lively search through 
Adams and Zylonite yesterday, and fin- 
ally found her about 6.30 o'clock in the 
Ballon hcuse on State street. 


The woman came to this city for the 


first time about two years ago from her 
home near Roc heater. Sha was known 
here as Sadie Decker, which she says is 
the name of her first husbnnd. She has 
been married twice, she says, and was 
planning to have the happy ceremony 
performed * third time'with a local man 
next October. Her own name she refused 
to give, but Grace Barrens was what she 
signed herself in her "love" letters. 


She lived for a time with the late Post- 


master Ferguson of Zylonite, as his house- 
keeper, and went witih him when he 
moved to Pownal. Just when she began 
her career as a swindler is not known, 
but the first complaint against her was 
made about a year ago. She had seven 
dozen of the seductive photograph* taken 
by a local photographer, and was equip- 
ped for a long campaign. 


She inserted a " husband wanted " ad- 


vertisement 
in 
several 
matrimonial 


papers, and answered all the letters she 
received that looked at all promiaing". 
She never sent her own photograph until 
she had received one from her would-be 
husband. If she did not like bis looks 
she sent on the picture of some "homelier" 
girl, as she modestly admitted to the of- 
ficers, and let the correspondence drop. 
But if the thought from his picture and 
the tone of hit letters that he was pros- 


perous and '• easy," she sent on one of her 
own. 
The next step was to become en- 


gaged through the mail order department 
and send for money with which to po on 
to be married. This she almost invari- 
ably got, such were her charms of picture 
aad penmanship, and the trusting lover 
heard from her no more. 


The first complaint reached the posto 


authorities in Boston from a man in 
Texas, That was a year ago, and soon 
similar complaints began to come in thicK 
and fast. Inspectors were put at work on 
the case, and she was located as being in 
this city. Bat for a long time it seemed 
to he almost impossible to catch her, as 
all her mail was addressed to gome other 
name, and was frequently forwarded from 
friends in Pittsfield, Adams and Wil- 
liamstown. 
She also worked directly 


from other places, being in Adams and 
Pittsfield some of the time. 
Some time 


ago, when she wai thought, to be in 
'Adams, a registered letter was sent to her 
by the police, but she suspected that offi- 
cers were looking for her, and never took 
the letter out. 


She was first definitely located in this 


city Memorial day, when Assistant Post- 
matter Larabee recognized her on the 
street as a woman who had received and 
sent a good many suspicious letters. Post- 
office Inspector Snow of Boston, who en- 
ters the complaint, was notified, am 
Deputy Marshal Waters came to this city 
yesterdiy. With Chief Kendall he made 
a search in this city and A.dams, but fnilec 
to find her. She was finally locatec 
through a small boy who was in the habit 
of carrying notes between her and a man 
in the city. Chief Kendall had learned o: 
the intimacy between tba woman anc 
this rraa, and his house was watchad. 
About 6 o'clock they saw the boy carry a 
note to the house, and on bis reappear 
ance he was asked about the woman who 
sent him, and gave the needed informa- 
tion which resulted in her arrest. 


When the woman was confronted with 


the warrant, she ma"de no remark, but 
soon asked Deputy Waters how much he 
wanted to let her go. As was shown later 
at the police station, she had friends in 
the city who were willing to go bail for 
almost any amount, fine was taken to 
Pittsfield on the early train this morning- 


She WAS to have been tried before United 


States Commissioner Wood, but as he 
was away from the city she was taken to 
Springfield to appear before Commis- 
sioner Bice. She had confessed all her 
schemes before with the intention of 
pleading guilty. 


At the police station here the woman 


talked freely of her frauds. She said she 
had sent out five dozen ohotographs, and 
rarely failed to receive some money in re- 
turn. She worked mostly among western 
men, although she had swindled some 
Massachusetts farmers. She gloated over 
the fact that she Had secured a large sum 
from a postmaster in Illinois. 


She told of two local young men whom 


she had swindled out of small sums, but 
refused to give names of any of her vic- 
tims. She showed considerable emotion 
after the efforts of some of her friends to 
secure her release had failed. 


The woman was known to the police of 


this city on another charge. Under the 
name of Sadie Decker she was arrested 
some time ago for the larceny of letters 
from Charles Edgarton. She was found 
guilty, and the cue was filed away. 


The woman was well known in Pitta- 


field, where she had secured money from 
a number of young men. She was there 
most of the time for several weeks till 
Memorial day, when Inspector 
Snow 


made her a visit. He confronted her with 
proofs of her work, and she confessed, 
laughing at the men who had been 
'easy," and 
saying 
that 
she did 


not suppose they would "be such fools as 
:o give themselves away." 
Inspector 


Snow was not ready for her arrest, and so 
left on her promise to reform. She im- 
mediately took occasion to escape his 
vigilance and came to this city, where she 
so nearly eluded the officers. She was 
well known in Pittsfield in connection 
with tHe" man Edgarton, who has been in 
jail there.

ago as announced in THE TRANSCRIPT, 
to look into the grievances or the weavers 
at the Berkshire mills, went to Adam* 
last evening and had an interview with 
Mr. Plnnkett. Tbey discussed the com- 
plaints made by the weaver*, which in- 
cluded not only the recent cut down of 10 
per cent, but the method of measuring 
the cloth, a* described in this paper, and 
several other minor matters.

committee will report to the labor union 
that affairs were settled perfectly satis- 
factorily. 
The committee will not give 


the rese.lt* of the meeting ia full till after 
the format report, but informed 
the 


weaver* at Adam* of the results. 


A special meeting of the weavers' union 


at Adams ha* been called for this evening 
and it ie expected that at thi* time a 
better understanding will be reached by 
the weaver*, 


Committee Wants to Move Several 


Grammar Grades Out of Drury, 


Finding Separate Quarters 


for Them Several Thou- 


sand Dollars 


Wanted. 


The school committee will noon ask the 


city for an appropriation of several thou- 
sand dollars with which to provide better 
high fchool accommodations for next 
year. This will probably be dons at the 
next meeting of the city council Tuesday 
night. Since the council refused to con- 
sider the proposition for a new high 
school building, the committee has bean 
considering the best substitute for a new 
school, and have decided to ask for money 
with which to carry out plans for a re- 
fitting of the Drury building. 


laese plans include the rbmoval of 


three grammar grades now in the build- 
ing to other places, the converting of the 
rooms they cow occupy into high school 
rooms, and the equipping of laboratories. 
The committee also think it will be nec- 
essary to change the heating arrange- 
ments of the building, in order to provide 
for the suitable heating nf the rooms on 
the top floor, and the ventilation of the 
building. 


It is estimated that the changes in the 


Drnry building alone will cost about $3,000. 
Besides this there will be the cost of pro- 
Tiding suitable quarters for the three 
grammar cradcs wnich would be moved 
out if the plan is carried into effect. 
The 


cost ol this would be uncertain, aa 
miifbt prove a very difficult matter to find 
suitable rooms. 


•is ecbool committee has 
already 


sp(,-:i«cor8'der<ible time in looking up 
possible locations for these grades, am 
hive so far succeeded in finding only oni 
that is at all suitable, on Union street. 
The great trouble is in finding a room 
that is large enough and that baa suitable 
sanitary arrangements. 
If the plan i 


adopted, it might be necessary to put in 
sanitary conveniences at the expense o 
the city. 


The school committee regard it as es 


sential that something like the adoption 
of this plan be done by next year, to pro- 
vide what is considered requisite for tb 
high school, If no money is allowed, th 
school will be allowed to run on as it is a 
present until suddenly they think the city 
will wake up to the fact that the high 
school pupils cannot possibly be carec 
for. 


There is » feeling that the city connci 


did not give the matter of a new building 
full enough consideration, and that the 
needs of the high school are not appre- 
ciated, while the fact that the specia 
committee appointed to consider 
the 


question did not even visit the Drury 
building, has caused considerable dissat- 
isfaction among the members of the com- 
mittee. They think that this plan, aa the 
best temporary solution of the difficulty 
ought to receive attention, in spite of the 
fact that it is at the expense of the gram- 
mar grades.
